Troop 19 Launches 
Rock From Moon 


With the assistance of C, P. 
Atkinson, Professor of Applied 
Mechanics and the Analog Com- 
puter Laboratory at the Univers- 
ity of California, Seouts from 
troop 19 similated throwing a 
rock from the moon during their 
recent field trip. Using an X-Y 
plotter and having been given the 
correct initial conditions, the com- 
puter plotted the rock's entire 
trajectory. 

The Scouts were also able to 
observe the pure sin wave plot 
of aspring and mass combination 
when set to vibrating without 
damping. Later, damping was 
added to the problem and its ef- 
fect on continually reducing the 
amplitude of the vibrations was 
observed. 

At the conclusion of the dem- 
onstration, the particpants could 
start to appreciate the usefulness 
of these devices in supplying an- 
swers to complex problems in

Tonight's Drug Lecture 
Will Explore Abuse of LSD 


One of the Bay Area’s fore- 
most toxicologists recently told 
an Albany audience of nearly 300 
| that, “Marijuana is a drug of the 
‘new culture’ just as alcohol and 
|tobacco are drugs of an older 


Dr. David E, Smith also noted 
that, ‘You can drink yourself to 
death with alcohol and be on this 
side of the law yet have one puff 
of marijuana and be on that side 
of the law.” He emphasized, 
however, that his expertise was 
in pharmacology and not law. 

Dr, Smith, of the U.C. Medical 


ijuana (also called ‘pot,’ “Mary 
Jane,’ and ‘Locoweed’) is the 
dried flowering or fruiting top 


of the Cannabis Sativa plant and 
that ‘“Hashish” is a more concen- 
trated and potent form of mar- 
juana. 

Describing the physical effects 
of marijuana usage, Dr. Smith 
stressed that, “Low potency mar- 
juana consumption may result in 








tion, psychosis, coma and death,” 

The lecture on marijuana was 
the second of six Wednesday eve- 
ning adult education programs in 
Albany dealing with drug abuse. 

“LSD and the Acid Scene’ will 
be the topic of Dr. Smith’s lec- 
ture tonight. The acute and 
chronic effects of LSD usage, 
its toxicity, psycho-therapy treat- 
ment, the ‘‘acid” sub-culture and 
LSD as a social phenomenon will 
be discussed. In addition, the 
film ‘‘LSD-25” will be shown. 

All adults and minors are in- 
vited to attend. There is no 
charge for any of the programs, 
which begin at 7:30 p.m. and con- 
vene in the AHS Little Theater.
